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WITH RENEWAL UNILATERALLY AND EVEN THREATEN NOT TO EXTEND 

IT AT ALL, REFLECTED EGYPT'S ARBITRARY ATTITUDE TOWARD 

DISENGAGEMENT AGREEMENT, INDICATED DEFECTS IN PRESENT 

PROVISIONS REGARDING UNEF, AND DEMONSTRATED HOW ARAB GOVTS 

FAILED TO COMPLY WITH THEIR INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATIONS 

WHEN THEY DEEMED COMPLIANCE INCONVENIENT. ISRAEL WOULD CONTINUE 

TO OBSERVE DISENGAGEMENT AGREEMENT AND CONTINUE TO SEEK 

UNDERSTANDING AND PEACE, BUT IN FUTURE NEGOTIATIONS IT 

WOULD BE NECESSARY TO FIND SOLID BASIS FOR UNEF'S PRESENCE 

AND RESPONSIBILITIES BECAUSE "AGREEMENT IN ITS PRESENT 

FORM DOES NOT PROVIDE SUCH BASIS OF STABILITY AND 

CREDIBILITY." 

EGYPTIAN REP MEGUID ACCUSED ISRAEL OF "FOOT-DRAGGING," 

ASSERTED NO STATE COULD BE ASKED TO SURRENDER RIGHT 
TO RECOVER ITS TERRITORY, SAID EGYPT SPARED NO EFFORTS 
TO BRING SUCCESS TO KISSINGER'S EFFORTS, AND US ACKNOWLEDGED 
ISRAEL WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR BREAKDOWN OF THOSE EFFORTS BY 
ITS INFLEXIBILITY. HE REJECTED ISRAEL'S ARGUMENT UNEF 
WAS PRESENT AS INTEGRAL PART OF DISENGAGEMENT AGREEMENT, 

SAYING IT WAS PART OF SC RES 338 BUT NO OTHER AGREEMENT. 

ISRAEL WANTED WORLD TO BELIEVE UNEF HAD SINE DIE DURATION, 

BUT IT COULD NOT RELY ON UNEF TO PERPETUATE ITS ILLEGAL 
OCCUPATION. DESPITE ISRAEL'S NEGATIVE ATTITUDE, EGYPT WAS 
STILL PREPARED TO PURSUE EFFORTS AND HAD ASKED CO-CHAIRMEN 
TO RECONVENE GENEVA CONFERENCE. PEACE REQUIRED FULL IMPLE- 
MENTATION OF SC RES 338 AND PARTICIPATION OF PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE IN ANY SETTLEMENT, HE CONCLUDED. 

- RIGHTS OF REPLY - 

TEKOAH POINTED OUT DISENGAGEMENT AGREEMENT ASSIGNED 
SPECIFIC TASKS TO UNEF BUT EGYPT TOOK "ARBITRARY" POSITION. 

HE SAID EGYPTIAN REP PERHAPS UNWITTINGLY HAD SHOWN EGYPT’S 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR FAILURE TO REACH AGREEMENT BY SAYING 
AGREEMENT WAS PURELY MILITARY, I.E., ISRAEL WAS TO 
WITHDRAW BUT EGYPT WOULD REFUSE ANY POLITICAL ACT IN RETURN. 

IN ANNOUNCING REOPENING OF SUEZ CANAL EGYPT STATED ISRAELI- 
BOUND CARGOES COULD NOT GO THROUGH DESPITE FACT THAT IN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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JANUARY 1974 EGYPT HAD UNDERTAKEN SOLEMNLY TO LET SUCH 
CARGOES PASS WHEN CANAL WAS REOPENED, HE POINTED OUT. 

EGYPTIAN RE REPLIED EGYPT WAS READY FOR NON-BELLIGERENCY 
AND PEACE WHEN ISRAELI TROOPS WERE WITHDRAWN FROM OCCUPIED 
ARAB TERRITORIES AND RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS RESTORED. 

HE QUOTED AT LENGTH FROM NY TIMES AND OTHER SOURCES ON 
NEED FOR CHANGE IN ISRAELI POLICY. TEKOAH IN TURN ACCUSED 
EGYPT OF WANTING TO ELIMINATE ISRAEL, AND MEGUID REPLIED 
TIME WAS RUNNING OUT. 
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SOVIET REP CHARGED THAT CHINA WANTED NEW WAR IN ME AND 
SAID TIME WOULD COME WHEN CHINESE REPS WOULD REMEMBER 
"WITH SHAME" ROLE THEY PLAYED IN THEIR SLANDER AGAINST 
SOVIET UNION, "FIRST COUNTRY OF SOCIALISM IN WORLD," 

WHICH HAD DONE SO MUCH FOR CHINA. CHINESE REP THEN DECLARED 
"EVIL MISDEEDS" OF USSR IN ME WERE TOO NUMEROUS TO LIST, 
SOVIETS REAPED VAST PROFITS FROM ARAMS DEALS AND INTERFERED 
IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS, GOT OIL CHEAPLY FROM ARABS AND
